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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 23 and 24 are finally rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. In claim 23, the phrase "the collar opening" lacks proper 
antecedent basis if claim 23 depends from claim 18. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claims 8 and 18 are finally rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
The Japanese Utility Model Application Publication Sho59-188812U to Katsuyuki in view of 
Focke et al. (6,138,823; hereinafter Focke'823). Katsuyuki discloses a cigarette pack comprising 
at least two blanks including an inner blank (4) surround a cigarette group on all sides and a pack 
blank (1) for forming a box part (2) surrounds the cigarette group arranged in the inner blank. 
The pack blank having at least one opening (13) in a region of at least one pack wall and the 
inner blank has at least one printed or embossed marking (15, 16) which in a finished pack lies at 
least partially in a region of the opening and which is visible from outside the pack. Katsuyuki 
further discloses a lid (10) formed with the inner blank and the lid attached to the pack blank. 
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Katsuyuki fails to show the inner blank being formed from foil or paper and the pack blank being 
formed from thin cardboard. 

Focke'823 shows a cigarette pack comprising an inner blank made of foil or paper (column 1, 
lines 62-64) and a pack blank formed from thin cardboard (see claim 1) and having a box part 
(12) and a lid (13). It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art in view of 
Focke'823 to modify the cigarette pack of Katsuyuki so the inner blank made of paper and the 
pack blank made of thin cardboard since it has been held to be within the general skill of a 
worker in the art to select a known material on the basis of its suitability for the intended use as a 
matter of obvious design choice. In re Leshin, 125USPQ416. Regarding the pack blank 
comprises a lid, it would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art to modify the 
pack of Katsuyuki so the pack blank comprises a lid and the lid attached to the inner blank as 
taught by Katsuyuki in Figure 4 because the selection of the specific arrangement such as the lid 
formed with the inner blank and then attached to the pack blank or the lid formed with the pack 
blank and then attached to the inner blank would have been an obvious matter of design choice 
inasmuch as the resultant structures will work equally well and also because it has been held that 
a mere reversal of the essential working parts of a device involves only routine skill in the art. In 
reGazda, 104USPQ 400. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claim 22 is allowed. 
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5. Claims 19-21 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would 
be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim 
and any intervening claims. 

6. Claims 23 and 24 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 
U.S.C. 1 12, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims.
